Every g reat landscape artist is both a poet anti a painter. The imag ination, 
the intuition, the interpretation, the sympathy, the reverence, the love, kinship 
and communion with Nature of the poet, filtering throug h the mind of the artist 
find their medium of expression in brush and colors. 
Every g reat painting is a 
poem in paint instead of in print. 
One feels this strong ly in the presence of Ilomer Watson’s painting s, the put­ 
ting on canvas of a sing le mood,xwith detail ever subordinated to the g eneral 
effect. They are never photog raphic, but are always strong lv individual inter­ 
pretations, 
Whether it be a roug h sea with the dancing fisher-boats under a dull, 
rain-filled sky, the white mill catching the hig h lig hts with its backg round of 
foliag e, the lone rider bent over his horse plodding along a rain-washed road, 
some noble monarch forest tree braving the elements, or his interpretations of 
any other moods of Nature, one always feels the sentiment, the richness of color, 
the atmosphere, the g low, the feeling —all seem parts of a sing le effect. The dainty 
daubs of detail characteristic of some painters find no place in Mr. Watson’s work; 
it is ever bold, rug g ed, broad in treatment, breathing vig or and vitality. 
Homer Watson was born in the little villag e of Doon, on Grand lliver, Ont.* 
in 1856, and a 3 a boy at school showed his natural instinct for art when he sur- 
reptiously drew on his slate an over-vivid picture of the strong and peculiar fea­ 
tures of his teacher, which drew upon him deserved punishment. 
He seemed 
to turn naturally to landscapo work, and his first larg e painting “ The Pioneer 
Mill,” which appeared at the first exhibition of the Royal Canadian Academy 
was purchased by the Marquis of Lome, and now hang s in a place of honor ia 
Windsor Castle. 
Mr. Watson has exhibited at the Academy in Eng land, the New Gallery* 
the New Eng lish Art Club, the Glasg ow Institute and at International Exposi­ 
tions, and been honored by one-man exhibitions where thirty or more of his paint­ 
ing s were hung tog ether, thus enabling one to study comparatively the rang e of 
his w^ork 
He makes almost annual trips to Eng land, but loves Canada, her scenes 
and her people too well to take up permanent residence abroad. 
It is always 
dang erous to compare the work of one painter with another as it may carry with 
it a sug g estion of imitation which would be unjust to one whose work is so in­ 
dividual as Mr. Watson's; but the critics in their appreciation of his painting s 
couple his name with Corot, Constable, Diaz, Rosseau and Courbet—a noble band 
of masters with whom Canada's painter may feel honored to be classed

Inspectators’ orders are obeyed. 


Inspectors from the office of II. E. 
Barnard, State food and drug com­ 
missioner, wi 11 give an interpretation 
of the word “egg” to every dealer in 
Indiana with a view to separating the 
product into proper classes. 


“When a housewife telephones her 
grocer to send up a dozen eggs,” 
said Mr. Barnard, “she is entitled to 
receive eggs that are fresh, and not 
those that have been in storage for 
a long time. 
Eggs are divided into 
several different classes; they are 
just pbiin, ordinary eggs, then there 
are fresh eggs and various other 
sorts, and we proposed to have all 
of them properly classed.” 


There are some dealers, it is de­ 
clared, who have placed a “fresh” 
label on cases which really contain 
“storage” eggs. 
It is to check this 
violation that the 
food 
authorities 
are to act. There will be prosecutions 
if the false labeling continues.

This branch of criticism and attack 
dates far back, but the greatest Im­ 
pulse it ever felt came from tbe ago 
of tremendous speculation, when, in 
17ID and 1730. John Law was m anipu­ 
lating things financial In France. 
Nev­ 
er before had the financial w’orld been 
so carried off its feet as it was at that 
time. 
Members uf the nobility were 
w’altiug for 
a chance to 
purchase 
shares in Law ’s schemes. 
Duchesses 
and ladies of high renown tried their 
most persuasive charm s on Law in the 
attem pt to get hold of shares. 
Men 
hired out their backs for writing desks, 
so great was the press of business in 
making contracts, and oue hunchback 
is reputed to have made 100.000 francs 
in this way in a few7 weeks. 
The 
French went veritably mad over the 
schemes to become wealthy. 
Natural 
ly the papers of the time, especially 
those of Holland, caricatured the state 
of affairs. 
There were pictures of all 
sorts caricaturing Law, the nobility, 
the schemes and everything connected 
with them. 
It was this tremendous amount of 
pictorial work that first directed the 
energies of William Hogarth In Lon­ 
don in this direction. 
Caricaturing 
began to be use% more and more in the 
political field, and goon afterw ard it 
caused the shelving of Hubert Walpole 
from tbe English ministry. Ever since 
then has caricaturing been one of the 
bitterest and most efftxrtual methods of 
checking 
public 
men 
and 
their 
schemes.
